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RACING COMMISSION WINS. 



JUDGE COCHRAN HOLDS THAT THE KEN- 
TUCKY LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 

United States Circuit Court of Appeals at Cincin- 
nati Dissolves Injunction Secured by Douglas 
Park Jockey Club at Louisville. 



rinclnnatl. O.. October 2. — In a decision announced 
by .Tudge (’ochran from the bench in the United 
Stales Uirenit Court of Appe.tls here today, the 
Kentucky law creating the State Uncinp Commission 
was <le<*lared to be constitutional; the temporary 
injunction against the commission, granted by .Judge 
Kvans to the I>ouglas P.ark .Jockey Club in the 
t'nited States Circuit t'ourt at. Louisville, was dls- 
solve<l and the case remanded to the lower court 
for further proceedings. 

In a nutshell this means that I»uls Celia and 
ids .asso<*iates have lost their figlit for a certain 
standing in Kentucky. It was n«d until .after the 
Celia interests Nmght the <*ld Uonglas Park track 
in l.ojiisville and aiinounml their intention of carry- 
ing tl»e war l»etween the Western .lockey Club and 
the American Turf Association into Kentucky that 
the bill creating the State Racing Commission was 
framed. That bill was known as the Chinn Bill. 
It was introducetl in the Senate of the general As- 
sembly in Kentucky March 3 last, by Senatw John 
P. Chinn, t>f Harrodsburg. 

The bill In its first paragraph recited that there 
could be racing in Kentucky only l>etween April 1 
an<l I)e<‘einlier 1 of any .vear. In its se<*ond para- 
graph it created a 4*om mission of five members to 
l)c appointed by the (iovomvr^apei-if.ving. their terras 
of oftite and setting forth that ih^' (‘ommlssion 
siiould have a secretary at ^1,‘JOO per year, the 
.salary to Im' pai<l by the racing as.so<*iations of the 
st.ate. In the third paragraph the powers of the 
commission were fletined. The commission was 
giving absolute control of the racing, inasmuch 
as it would pa.ss upon all applications for <lates 
:»nd allot onl.v such dates as they deemed proper 
and to only su<*h organizations as the.v were satis- 
IuhI would hold m<»etlngs Mhereat the welfare of 
the Conimonwealth would not be disregarded. Tlte 
bill further ac^wded the right erf resort to the 
••oiiris by disgruntled ones. 

Tills bill passed the Senate March 6. by a vote of 
.32 to 4, and four days later it passed the House by 
a vote of 83 to 0. tJovernor Beckham signed the bill 
.March 23, when it became a law. April 5, Governor 
Beckham appointed John P. Chinn, Milton Young, 
E. F. Clay, Charles F. Grainger and Louis des 
Cognets as the commission. This commission held 
its first meeting at Frankfort, April 18. and electeii 
.1. P. Chinn chairman and A. B. Rouse secretary. 
Lexington was cho.sen as the headquarters of the 
• ommission. April 2.3. John Ha<*hmeister asked for 
dates -May 12 to .June lf> for a meeting at Douglas 
J*ark. 'niese datt's were in conflict with the dates 
that had been advertised by the New Louisville 
Jockey club and the Latonia Jiwkey Club and the 
application was denied. A se<*ond application for 
<lates for a meeting of thirt.v-one da.vs beginning 
June 2 was also tlenled. May 1.'* Louis A. Celia and 
liis assoi-lates entered a jietition in the Uninnl States 
Circuit Court at liouisville for .a restraining order 
against tin* members of the commission. .Judge 
Evans cited the meml>ers to ap|¥*ar May 22. On 
that date the memlH*rs of the nunmission tiled an 
♦‘Xhatistive answer. The <*ase was argmal the fol- 
lowing da.v. .Ma.v 24, Judge Evans granted a 
t(*mi>orary injunction, saying that he had so pro- 
ct'eded that the defendants might have the right 
to take the case to a higher c»»urt fm- a ilecislon 
of the qucKtitMi of constitutionality. Tiie commission 
gave notliX* of an immediate a|>p4*al. The case went 
into the T'nited States Cin*nit Court of Appeals 
here .and arguments were heard July 10. The fol- 
lowing da.v it was announeed that a decision would 
Is* rendered at the OctolK*r term. 

The de<‘ision given by Judge Cochran today is a 
lengthy one in which all jioints rais<*d in tiie lower 
court were gone over. It was held that by the 
••«-<Hirt review" provision of the law much that 
might be .sahl against it had Iven reviewed. 

Judge Civhran said that the whole case turned 
on the question of the public welfare and read de- 
I'isifins in Other cases where it had lK*cn held that 
limitations were advisable and ne^H'ssaiTk* in permit- 
ting maii.v kinds of business, where racing was on. 
Where a business may lie lawful the enforcement 
of limitations may lie harmful to .>«Hne one engaged 
in that business, but the imint of the public welfare 
wiiiild have to govern. 

-\s to motives that led to the enactment of the 
present law, the court did not find that these had 
lieen improper, public welfare again lieing the de- 
ciding iHiint. He discussed at some length the evils 
arising from 'betting on races and the maintenance 
of poolns>ms in connection with the business, holding 
that some limitation was proper and necessary, and 
that this particular law was entirely fair to all con- 
cerne<i. 

Even a law prohibiting the holding of some races 
would be valid on account of the evils of p«3olrooms, 
and certainly a law limiting the meetings would 
be according to public policy. 

Further, it was found that the suit in this case 
had been brought against the members of the com- 
mission as individuals and not as ofl9cial members 
of the commission^-** The order of the lower court 
was theref<«e reversed, the injunction against the 
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commission was dissolved, and the case rcni.imlcd b» 
the lower court for further proceedings. 

Horsemen Approve the Decision. 

Louisville, Ky., October 2. — Judge Cochran’s de- 
cision, declaring the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission legal and dissolving the injunction obtained 
by the Douglas Park Jockey Club last spring from 
Judge Evans, restraining the commission from inter- 
ference with the new racing plant, was the chief 
topic among horsemen this afternoon. Few cared 
to voice their opinion for publication, but they were 
almost a unit in the belief that supervision o^ the 
sport under the law would be beneficial to racing 
in this state. 

Mr. Charles F. Grainger, who is a member of the 
racing commission said: “The decision of Judge 

Cochran is what we had anticipated. It insures 
honest racing in Kentucky, the home of the thor- 
oughbred, .and you can say that the coramiw»lon 
will see to it that the law Is carried out to the 
letter and on fair and equitable lines to everybody." 

TEN DAYS REST FOR HIS ROUGH RIDING. 

Wishard Causes a Jam at Churchill Downs— Nicol 
Rides at Illegal Overweight. 

Louisville. Ky., October 2. — Martha Gorman and 
Tom Dolan were tiie only winning favorites at 
Churchill Downs today. Both were at short prices 
and race-g«^rs profiteil little b.v their victories. The 
feature race, a steeplechase handicap over the short 
oonrse, brought together an even dozen that fur- 
nished a spectacular contest, ten of the number 
going over the course in safety. Gus Lanka and 
Gould came to grief. The former, ridden by F. 
Morris, was a close contender when approaching the 
sixth jump where he fell. The rider sustained a 
fracture of the collarbone. McClure seemetl to have 
rolleti off Gould before reaching the first Jump. 
The winner turned up in Maverick, which showed 
u gootl iH*rforiiianoe. 

In tiie closing race, in front of the grandstand, 
tl.ere was a jam causeil by Wishard, on Gauze, 
steering his mount for the inner rail. Brait, ridden 
liy J. Carroll, was caugiit In the wedge and the 
lH»y .swept from the saddle. He clung to the bridle 
reins and hung tlan^ing In front of the horse for 
nearly sevent.v yards liefore the equipment broke, 
tlirowlng him to the ground. He was nnhurt. 
Jo 4 -key JVishard was fined $r»0 and suspended for 
ten days by the judges for having caused the 
mishap. 

The legal ov<*rweiglit is five pound-s, but jockey 
Nicol had six and one-half i>ouuds over on Belden 
in the losing race. He weighed out at 108*. The 
horse’s original weight was l(i2, but on weighing in 
Nicol declared four pounds over. In s<mie manner 
he took on an extra pound and a half. The judges 
fined him $2,3 fw his carelessness. In addition, lie 
was fined $25 by the starter while at the i>ost for 
misbehavior in tlio first race. 

An iinwield.v fielil faced the starter in the open- 
ing rate. The riders playing a prominent part in 
delaying the start. Joekey Wylie seemed to b<* 
llie chief offender and was suspended for ten days. 
Intense, at a long price, scored .n luck.v victory. 
As a result of the crowding that took plate in tlic 
race, Principla suffered a st*vere cut on one of her 
legs and will lx* thrown t>ut of training for some 
time.

Oakland now and it is from this collect hm he will 
make his selection for the New York campaign of 
1907. "BuL" he said to a reporter, "1 will not 
liet on them. 1 never intend to bet on amdlier 
horse: wouldn’t M%ager a dollar if I knew jiosltively 
that one of mine would win hy fifty lengths.’’ 

Trainer Arvll Baker says he will not start Cotton- 
town during the B<*Imont Park meeting. Tlie colt 
will liave a rest until the Jamaica meeting and 
may api>ear opee or twice at Aqueduct. After that 
he will go into winter quarters at I^exington. It 
is not intended that he will race in the west next 
^ year. Owner Millett expects him to do gre.at things 
in the distance races next season. While he is 
rather light and leggy and not the type of horse 
to stand hard usage, there is no doubt in the minds 
J of his connections that he will go a route and that 
he will improve as a weight carrier.

BELA’TED ANNOUNCEMENT OF GEORGE 
DAVIS’ WITHDRAWAL CAUSES CONFUSION. 



All Bets Are Finally Declared off and New Book Is 
Made— Merrill’s Party, However, Fails 

to Make New Wagers. T 



New York, October 2.^A big killing was epollett 
and one of the most perplexing situations the book- 
makers have had to face this season was brought 
about tkls afternoon by tiie enfwced scratching of 
George S. Davis in the third race at Brighton Beach. 
When the colt was posted as a starter the stewards 
ortlered him scratchetl owing to a technicality con- 
cerning his ownership. But the stewards forgot to 
notify the clerk of the scales and consequently bet- 
ting went on almost up to the time the horses were 
called to the post before the announcement was 
made that he would not start. A wild flurry en- 
sued. Hundreds of anxious bettors having wagered 
on the favorite before he was withdrawn clamored 
for the return of their money. The “Mets,” in 
at^rdance with precetlent established by them In 
the Altiida ease at Saratoga, on their own initiative 
refunded all wagers made on books in which the 
favorite was included and in the short time at their 
disposal proceeded to make a new book on the race 
after his withdrawal. Manager Cavanagh was late 
In making the announcement declaring all bets off 
and consequently there was much confusion. The 
official ruling came almost simultaneously with 
the clang of the “they’re off" bell and at first 
everybody supposed that all betting on the race 
was declared off. A confusion of ortlers made mat- 
ters worst'. Out' of Cavanagh 'ft agents made the 
rounds after the race .and mistakenly announced 
that all bets were off and that it was no race. This 
created and awful mixup and Cavanagh had the 
time of his life In restoring order in the betting 
enclosure. As a matter of fact the calling off of 
the bets came too late Into the field %lth its 150 
bookmakers to permit any of them to lay new odds 
or make new books and, consequently, no confusion 
existed there whatever, all wagers being refunded 
on the race. 

A big coup had been planned on Merrill, ridden 
by Miller and ultimately returned the winner. His 
stable connections flooded the ring with money, 
liacking him down from 10 and 12 to 1 to 6 to 1, 
and then came the belated news that George S. 
Davis had iieen scratched. These gentry believing 
that all wagers on sure enough starters woold stand 
in accordance with the precedent established by J. 
G. Cavanagh, the supreme arlilter of the ring, did 
not take the trouble to renew their commissions at 
the price offered in the new book and their cleverly 
planned coup came to naught as instead of ooUecting 
a huge sum In winning wagers, something like $60,- 
0(Xt, they only received a return of their wiginal 
investment. 

The weather conditions were ideal and a big 
crowd of spectators was in attendance. Proper won 
the Cuf» Preliminary by a narrow margin from the 
immensely improved Oxford. Flip Flap, in poor 
coudition, finished a game third and may prove a 
much more serious factor in the cup race itself. 

Jockey Walter Miller was fined $100 by the stew- 
ards for rough riding on Dolly Spanker in the fifth 
race. 

STILL PROBING THE OBERT-PERRY CASE. 

A, T. A. Directors Will Meet Again Tonight— Bran«I 
Story of Friction as False. 

I. ouisvilIe, Ky., October 2. — The directors of the 
American Turf Associatiem did not conclude their 
business last night and will meet again tomorrow 
night. Most of their time last night was taken up 
In an effort to get the truth about the defeat of 
Coruscate at Latonia August 29. Jockey Obert was 
again examined and he confessed to having pulled 
the mare and averred it was at the instigation of 
owner H. J. Perry. The latter denied the boy’s 
charges. Obert introduced witnesses to corroborate 
his statements. They were at times conflicting In 
their testimony. The directors are probing deeply 
into the matter and are expecting to secure mcw:e 
evidence tomorrow. A decision In the case Is almost 
certain to be handed out Wednesday night. 

The application of jockeys Heidel, B. Miller and 
Martin were referred to the judges that first made 
the rulings. 

The directors were unanimous In stating that the 
meeting was harmonious and that the stories of 
friction existing among members are false. 

J. J. GRANT HAS A GOOD RECORD. 

J. J. Grant, who has jnst been appointed by 
President Tom Williams to the positi<Mi of track 
superintendent at Oakland, was for many years 
manager of the ranch of the late Theodore Winters, 
near Reno, Nevada. It was there that El Rio Rey, 
one of the best racehorses the world ever knew, was 
produced. After the death of Mr. WlntOTs, Mr. 
Grant became the superintendent of James B. Hag- 
gins* lately dispersed Rancho del Paso Stud in 
California. Mr. Grant is in the east just now, but 
he will riiortly start west to enter upon his new 
dutieV. Mr. Grant has never had a chance to show 
what he can do in the way of keeping racetracks 
in condition, but he has long bad a reputation among 
hursemeii of beiJi a famous haudier oC yaarlUigs.
